Wang Pao spent two years along the 
Thai-Laotian border after the 1975 
defeat of the US-backed llmong guerril- 
las by the Communist gosemnient in 
Vientiane. 

He then left to live in the United 
States from where he frequently rc-- 
tutned to Thailand, the Army source 
said, 

According to the source, possible 


legal action the United States might take 
could include the cvcniiial arrest and 
estradiiion of the two generals to 
Thailand 

The sources said the United States 
might be able to arrest them for 
violating US laws against its nationals 
trying to subvert foreign governments 

‘However,, the Supreme Command's 
Intelligence Chief. Col Chanya Waraka- 
min, said the Army had not yet asked

The Supreme Command on Wednes- 
day lodged a complaint with the Crime 
Suppression Division asking the police 
to arrest the two who the command .said 
had violated Thailand's national securi- 
ty laws by organizing the United 
Independent Front and Laos United 
Independent Force and making forays 
into Laos for the piiiposc of sabotage 
I he complaint also cmcrcd Wang Pan's 
followers in Thailand. 

The move signalled the Army's

Laotiaii border. The US had always 
refused Thai requests for cooperation to 
Slop Wang Pao. saying the US govern,-, 
nieni did not support him, The Supreme 
Commander ordered on August 20 of 
last year that action be taken against the 
anii-Vieniiane members residing in 
Thailand. Col Chanya said. The Army 
has mounted a campaign to suppress the

This letterhead memorandum is classified in 

its entirety. 

The majority of the information provided in this 
letterhead memorandum was provided by a source with whom 
insufficient contact has been made to determine source ' s 
reliability but who has been intimately connected with the LAO 
UNITED INDEPENDENT FRONT and who has had association with 
General VANG PAO and VUE MAI, a recently-disappeared associate of 
VANG PAO. 


General VANG PAO, a former general in the :^o Army, is 
now a naturalized United States citizen who resides in Orange 
County, California. In 1975, following the defeat of U.S. -backed 
Hmong guerrillas fighting against the Communist Laotian forces, 
VANG PAO, a leader' of the resistance movement, spent some two 
years along the Lao-Thai border engaging in guerrilla attacks 
against the Lao Communist government. He had at his disposal a 
significant number of Hmong refugees who had fled Laos but who 
were now living in refugee camps in Thailand. Even after VANG 
PAO's entry into the United States, he spearheaded a resistance 
movement in Thailand, especially amongst Hmong mountain people 
living in camps in Thailand. The dream was for an eventual 
return to a state of affairs as existed before Communist rule. 

Amongst those at VANG PAO’s right hand was VUE MAI, 
date of birth: May 3, 1937, place of birth: Xiengkhoung Province, 
Laos. VUE MAI was also a former officer in the Royal Armed 
Forces of Laos prior to the takeover of the Laotian Government by 
the Pathet Lao in 1975. VUE MAI remain^ in Thailand and 
subsequently became the Hmongs ’ elected spokesman of, the Ban 
Vinai refugee camps in Thailand. He also became a top aid to 
VANG PAO in the United Front for the Liberation of Laos for most 
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of the 1980s. VUE MAI remained in Thailand but was generously 
supported by funds raised by General VANG PAO in the United 
States and around the world. In the years of the '80s, a 
significant number of Hmong refugees were resettled in the United 
States, the majority of whom currently reside in Central 
California, in an around Fresno and Merced counties. 

In the early part of 1990, VUE MAI had been in contact 
with United States embassy personnel in Bangkok and United 
Nations refugee representatives. He was persuaded to support a 
repatriation program wherein those in refugee camps in Thailand 
would be encouraged to return to Laos to resume their lives. 
Initially, according to the source, VUE MAI was receptive to the 
idea of repatriation. At the very beginning, the resistance 
movement of VANG PAO also agreed with VUE MAI's participation in 
the program. This agreement to support repatriation was reached 
when VANG PAO was allowed to enter Thailand through Malaysia for 
a meeting in 1990 with resistance leaders such as General 
THONGLIT CHOKBENGBOUN and Colonel LOUN SISOUNONH. They were, of 
course, acutely aware of the fact that the Thai Government, 
interested in better relations with its neighbor, Laos, was 
active in suppressing resistance activities in Thailand. The 
Thai Government was actively encouraging Hmong refugees to either 
leave the camps for another country or to repatriate to Laos. 

VUE MAI was assigned by VANG PAO to pay an official 
visit to the United States for further discussions with United 
States officials about the repatriation program. He subsequently 
did visit Washington, D.C. to discuss the plan. VUE MAI was 
encouraged by officials of the State Department to lead the Hmong 
refugees back to Laos. According to the source, VUE 1^1 was 
promised financial assistance to aid in the repatriation and to 
develop an economic self sufficiency for the Hmong people. 
Apparently, according to the source, the resistance movement had 
a quick change of mind concerning the repatriation program. 
According to the source, VUE MAI had surmised that if 
repatriation were successfully implemented, the resistance 
movement would lose a significant portion of its base and, 
further, would have no further reason to exist, thus greatly 
reducing fund-raising efforts by the resistance movement. 
Nonetheless, VUE MAI agreed that a repatriation program was the 
best alternative, and he subsequently broke his links to the 
resistance and decided to commit himself fully to the 
repatriation program. Following that, his life was repeatedly 
threatened, and he was advised that his security would not be 
guaranteed should he return to Thailand to encourage 
repatriation. 
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This idea of repatriation placed VUE MAI in total 
opposition to resistance leaders, who argued that collaboration 
with the program would mean a cessation of the movement. In 
fact, this change of heart by VUE MAI prompted General VANG PAO 
and his associates to pay a personal visit to the Ban Vinai 
camp, where the inhabitants were informed that VUE MAI had sold 
out all of the Hmong refugees to the Lao Government, thus 
undermining the resistance. He was labeled a Communist. Despite 
the clamor and threats, VUE MAI did return to Thailand. On 
August 12, 1991, an assassination attempt> was made against VUE 
MAI. Two hand grenades were thrown into his house in the Ban 
Vinai camp. Subsequently, the United States and Thai authorities 
moved VUE MAI to Bangkok for his own personal protection. 

As part of his duties, he visited Vientiane, Laos, on 
numerous occasions, where he met with United Nations, United 
States, and Lao Government officials on a regular basis to 
discuss possible resettlement sites for Hmong repatriates. 
Progress seemed very slow; and according to the source, VUE MAI 
did not make any subsequent contacts with the resistance movement 
for fear of being arrested by the Lao Government. In addition, 
it was well known in the Hmong community in the United States 
that VUE MAI had become the number one enemy of the resistance 
after he severed his ties with the movement. It would not have 
been conceivable for him to attempt to collaborate with 
resistance people again, inasmuch as he had virtually disowned 
them. The source acknowledged that VUE MAI had expressed 
frustration over the slow progress of both the United States 
Government and, particularly, the Lao Government in implementing 
any of the recommendations made concerning the repatriation.

“The Lao governnrient does not 


have any reason to make this 
person disappear,” said Khen 
Thong, a spokesman for the Lao 
Embassy in Washington. “The 
Lao government does not receive 
any benefit from- this'.” 

The second theory is that Vue 
was killed by supporters of a 
Hmong . resistance group- led by 
traditionar leader and former 
general Vang Pao. 

Vue, a one-time resistance 
leader in the Thai refugee camp 
of Ban Vinai, switched sides in 
1991 and became a pivotal "sup- 
porter of a peaceful return to 
Laos. 

The State Department's public 
position is that “to date, there is 
no evidence that ties either the 
Lao government ,or elements of 
the waning Lao resistance forces 
to Vue Mai's disappearance.” 
Hmong support of TJ.S. 

The Hmong supported covert 
U.S. air activity over Laos during 
the Vietnam War and, after the 
war ended in 1975, thousmids of 
Hmong were viewed as traitors 
and killed by the pro-communist 
Pathet Lao soldiers as they fled 
to Thailand. 

In the last decade, however^ 
about 7,500 Hmong have return- 
ed to Laos. 

The State Department says re- 
turnees are safe, but even some' 
Hmong supporters of the repatri- 
ation program believe it is 


flawed because it is not moni- 
tored closely enough. Ya said it 
also is hampered by insufficient 
pa 3 nnents to assist settlers and 
land problems, including settle-^ 
ment of the Hmong far from 
their traditional areas in north- 
ern Laos. 

Threatening letters" 

As a result of Vue's switch in 
support from the resistance to 
peaceful repatriation, he began 
receiving threatening letters 
from the resistance, according to 
his son, Wa Vue of Fresno. 

In Au^st 1991, Wa Vue said, 
Vue Mai had to be moved from 
Ban Vinai to Bangkok after two 
grenades were thrown into his 
house. 

Similar threats kept some 
Hmong from testifying at last ^ 
month's hearings. 

Wa Vue submitted written tes- 
timony but said he did not ap- 
pear in per^n, 'in part, because 
of concerns for his safety. .He 
said' he also had been to Wash- 
ington with '.his mother two 
weeks before and . did not think 
another trip was' necessary! 

Vang Pao influence 

Wa Vue said he met with Vang 
Pao in early April at Vang Pab’s 
request.

Fearing the worst 

In February, the Thai govern 
ment, citing Vang Pao's invofye 
ment in the resistance again^ 
Laos, filed a legal complaint tha 
Vang Pao be arrested if he se 
foot in Thailand. Vang Pao live 
in Santa Ana but travels exten 
sively. 

Vang Pao has ignored repeate* 
requests from The Bee for a) 
interview. 

Apart from the political impli 
cations of Vue Mai’s disappear 
ance, his son, Wa Vue, and wife 
Mo Plia Lee, are fighting thei 
own battles' between grief an* 
hope. Lee came to Fresno 1 
days before her husband disap 
peared, and Wa Vue said she wa 
depressed and tearful in th 
months since.,
